Japan at present has 840,000 gross 
tons of shipbuilding in hand, plus a back- 
log of orders.running to more than 3,500,- 
000 tons and-worth nearly $1,000,000,000 
to the builders: During the first quarter 
of this year Japanese yards launched, in 
export tonnage alone, 37 per cent of the 
world’s total of new Ships, With present 
orders Japan can look forward to several 
Vears of surging activity, and the outlook 
for the nation's industry is improving all 
the time, while that of other shipbuilding 
countries becomes correspondingly darker

Legal Advice 


A NEW Brunswick—counsel has been 
telling junior members of the Cana- 
dian Bar Association that all citizens, rich 
or poor, have a right to legal advice when 
Tt is required and that the latter are 
titled to expect lawyers to provide this 
service. This is rather a blanket avowal 
As well say perhaps that needy people 
have a right to expect doctors to heal 
their wounds, plumbers fix their leaking 
Pines and taxi-drivers provide transporta 
tion—all gratis and for nothing 

Yet as with medicine the case of 
poverty-stricken unable to afford 
help falls into'a special category 
would support the thesis that lack of 
means should prevent anyone in distress 
from having the ful) protection of the 
law, and this such a person does not have 
if he or she is without the financial means 
to consult a lawyer Lecal like 
medical advice—in connection with which 
the same cument applies 
that mav affect the fundamental well- 
being of any individual, There is valid 
claim therefore for some agency to which 
the afflicted may turn
